LAST week’s local elections were a 
success for the Conservatives - their 
number of councillors increased from 11 
to 23, but they fell one short of overall 
control of the Vale Council. 

They took 23 of the available 47 Vale seats. The 
council stands at Conservatives 23, Labour 14, 
Llantwit First Independents 4, Plaid Cymru 4, and 
independents 2. 

The Conservatives say the Biomass plant at Barry 
docks was a key issue raised on doorsteps. That may 
have been a factor in the loss of some Labour 
councillors. 

As the largest party on the council, they have the 
opportunity of forming a new administration. 

This week Conservative councillors were meeting 
to decide their strategy over the next few weeks. 

They might decide to run a ‘minority 
administration’ in the hope that the other parties 
don’t decide to ‘gang up’ on them. They might have 
informal agreements with one or more of the other 
groupings. 

Alternatively, they could establish a formal 
coalition with another group in a similar way to 
Labour’s partnership with Llantwit First 
Independents on the last Vale Council. Things 
should become clearer within the next week.

A reader’s disgust 
at 'smear campaign’ 


‘Stronger Knowing 
More’ raises awareness 
of prostate cancer 
risk in black men 


A FEW weeks 
ago I turned 
57, placing 
me firmly in two 
risk categories for 
prostate cancer. 

I’ve recently starting 
working with Prostate 
Cancer UK and I’ve 
come to learn that as a 
black man over 50, my 
risk of the disease is 
double that of a white 
man the same age. One 
in four black men will 
be diagnosed with 
prostate cancer in their 
lifetime, compared with 
one in eight white men. 

Despite the shocking 
odds, I find it more 
concerning that just 
saying the word 
‘prostate’ within many 
black communities 
remains such a massive 
taboo subject. The 
disease is simply not 
spoken about, and if it 
is, it’s in a ‘hush hush, 
don’t tell anyone’ type of 
way. How can it be that 
something that affects so 
many black fathers, 
uncles, sons, and friends 
is continually swept 


under the carpet and 
ignored? 

My physical and 
mental health has always 
been important to me. 
When I was in the prime 
of my career, it was the 
most important thing. 

However, as I’ve 
grown older I’ve come 
to realise that no matter 
how well I eat, or how 
fit I am, I am not 
indestructible - nobody 
is. But there are defence 
measures I can take and 
arming myself with 
knowledge is by far the 
most important. 

That’s why I’m 
supporting Prostate 
Cancer UK’s ‘Stronger 
Knowing More’ 
campaign and I’m 
urging all your black 
readers to do the same. 
Understand your risk of 
prostate cancer and act 
on it. This challenge is a 
marathon, not a sprint 
and if we’re going to 
beat it, the whole black 
community needs to start 
breaking down the 
taboos and start talking.

It would seem 
obvious this was a 
foregone conclusion 
from the start. 

The [recently re¬ 
elected and former] Vale 
leader, Neil Moore, has 
stated in a press article: 
“The bottom ash will be 
recycled into building 
material and go towards 
our targets.’ 

This makes the 
project desirable from 
the point of view of the 
council and on the plus 
side of the energy it will 
create, it seems the 
Welsh Government 
wants this. 

The recent article 
from the company is 
trying to ‘ease 
concerns’. It states the 
facility would be 
continuous, yet the 
licence is for a stop, start 
facility which, in effect, 
would cause more 
pollution due to the 
content of emissions 
leaving the combustion 
chamber. 

It states the plant has 
an exhaustive fire 


prevention strategy and 
yet the fire service are 
reportedly said to have 
concerns regarding 
accessing the plant in 
this event. 

The power consulting 
representative says 
feedstock will be 
sourced from a national 
company and a Cardiff- 
based contractor. 

NRU say all wood is 
to be non-hazardous, 
shredded wood and 
prepared to site. The 
people of Barry have to 
believe in 100 per cent 
reliability through the 
chain; ie, no 
contamination or 
complacency. 

There is no such thing 
and so this leaves the 
process open to flaws 
and the health of 
approximately 51,000 
residents compromised 
for years to come. 

How can they base 
their facts on a facility 
that hasn’t undergone 
the necessary 
assessments and put in 
an area that is 
detrimental to the town? 
I am pleased a meeting 
was held to secure 
funding for an expert, I 
hope it won’t be in vain. 

Yet I’m sure of one 
thing: regeneration will 
continue regardless and 
this incinerator may well 
set a precedent if it 
succeeds.

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Big smiles from Ollie 

The three-year-old 
Bridgend boy who 
survived a stroke 


OLLIE SHEARAN 
was only three when 
he had a devastating 
stroke. 

Three years later, the 
cheeky six-year-old is 
making remarkable 
progress and is inspiring 
his friends and family to 
raise money and 
awareness by taking part 
in ‘Step Out for Stroke’. 

Ollie was happily 
playing at his friend’s 
house in Maesteg, 
Bridgend, when he 
collapsed: “I thought 
he’d just hurt himself,” 
recalled his mum Nicola. 

“His head was down 
and I thought he was just 
a bit embarrassed, but 
when I lifted it up, his 
face was distorted and I 
could see something was 
seriously wrong.” 

The toddler was 
airlifted to the University 
Hospital of Wales in 
Cardiff and placed in an 
induced coma while 
doctors performed brain 
scans. 

His parents were told 
he might not make it 
through the night, but 
against the odds, Ollie 
was brought out of his 
coma and spent the next 
few months in the care of 
stroke specialists. 

“After the stroke he 
was like a newborn baby 
again,” said the mum of 
three. 

“But he began holding 
his head up on his own 
and steadily learned to 
eat and talk. It was really 
special when he was able 
to say ‘Mam’ again.” 

Since leaving hospital, 
Ollie has continued to 
make a great recovery. 

“He’s now running 
about, he’s talking, but 
it’s not 100 per cent. He 
has epilepsy and will 
need to take aspirin for 
the rest of his life, but 
he’s now a healthy little 
boy.” 

Doctors have never 
discovered what caused 
the blood clot which led

to Ollie’s stroke, but it is 
thought he’d had a stroke 
before. 

There are more than 
400 childhood strokes a 
year in the UK and it is 
believed that a lot more 
children are having 
strokes than are actually 
being diagnosed. 

Nicola is trying to 
raise awareness of stroke 
in young people and has 
helped organise events at 
Ollie’s school, Caerau 
Primary, including an 
annual fundraiser to help 
teachers, students and 
parents understand more 
about stroke in children 
and adults. 

In May 2016, Ollie, 
Nicola and their family 
took part in the Bridgend 
Step Out for Stroke 
event. 

“We walked the whole 
route and Ollie made it 
about three quarters of 
the way and finished on 
my shoulders,” said 
Nicola. 

“It was incredible 
seeing how much support 
we had - seeing all our 
friends, family and 
people from Ollie’s 
school was quite 
overwhelming. Ollie 
took it all in his stride, 
like he does. Between the 
three children, there was 
a lot of excitement to be 
there. 


“It struck me how 
many people are affected 
by stroke near where we 
live and have been in our 
situation. By the end of 
the event, I was really 
emotional. I saw hope in 
everyone there - all were 
survivors themselves or 
had loved ones who had 
had a stroke.” 

“I’m really looking 
forward to being a part of 
it again this year. I feel 
2017 will be bigger and 
better. More of our 
family want to join, as 
well as the friends who 
came in 2016. It was a 
wonderful event to bring 
everyone together.” 

Regional fundraiser 
for Wales with the Stroke 
Association Alan Drury 
said: “Just like Ollie and 
his family, you can show 
your support too by 
taking part in a Step Out 
for Stroke walk near you 
this May. 

“We have more than 
50 events planned across 
the UK with seven great 
walks taking place in 
Wales and our walks are 
open to everyone, 
regardless of age or 
ability.”

Trust, Glamorgan 

Voluntary Services and 
South Wales Fire 
Service, has received a 
number of complaints of 
such vehicles being 
misused in this way. 

There have also been 
concerns about young 
children sitting on the 
laps of people as they 


operate bikes. 

This behaviour is 
against the law - 
regardless of how small 
the bike is, how slowly it 
travels or the fact it might 
have been designed for 
children. 

Section 185 (1) of the 
Road Traffic Act 1988 
states that a quad bike 
can only carry 
passengers if it is 
designed to do so and has 
the right number of seats. 

If a quad bike has only 
one seat, it is an offence 
for the driver to have a 
passenger on their lap or 
behind them while in 
control of it. 

Though quad bike 
operators and passengers 
are not required to wear 
crash helmets, this is 
recommended for their 
safety. 

Any concerns relating 
to suspected antisocial 
or illegal use of these 
vehicles should be 
reported to the police by 
calling 101.

have been huge concerns 
about delayed payments, 
not just in the Vale but 
across Wales. 

He said: “Payments 
have been delayed 
because of the checks 
and inspections regime 
that is undertaken and 
the inability of the 
department to keep 
farmers in the loop as to 
how their claims are 
progressing.” 

Mr Davies said he has 
constituents in the Vale 
who have outstanding 
claims still to be paid. 

He said: “It is very 
difficult for those 
individuals to explain 
their positions to banks 
— who have been 
understanding when it 
comes to borrowing and 
extending overdraft 
facilitates — when they 
are unable to secure 
information as to why 
their claim has been held 
up or how their claim is 
progressing. 

“We need a statement 
to give us an 
understanding of how 
the department deals 
with these queries and 
what lessons have been 
learned.”

Alun Cairns completes 
London Marathon 


ON April 23, a 
record breaking 
40,000 runners took 
to the streets of 
London to tackle 
the 2017 London 
Marathon. 

Participating in the 
marathon for the sixth 
time was the-then Vale 
MP and now 
Parliamentary candidate, 
Alun Cairns, who 
finished as the fastest 
Cabinet Minister and 
second fastest Member 
of Parliament. 

Completing the 26.2 
mile course in 3 hours 36 
mi nutes, Mr Cairns ran to 
raise money for the Vale 
of Glamorgan branch of 
Age Connects, and 
Heads Together - the 
Marathon’s charity of the 
year, as championed by 
the Duke and Duchess of 
Cambridge and Prince 
Harry. 

Thousands of other 
Welsh runners joined Mr 
Cairns at the Marathon, 
including international 
rugby star Shane 
Williams and Josh 
Griffiths who burst onto 
the world stage as the 
fastest non-elite runner. 

Speaking after the 
race, Mr Cairns said: 
“The London Marathon 
is always extremely 
physically and mentally 
challenging, and this year 
was no different. The 
time I had available to 
train this year was much 
more limited than it had 
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been in the past, so I was 
really quite nervous as to 
just how difficult I would 
find the course this year. 
Knowing that I was 
running for two such 
deserving charities really 
helped push me to the 
finish line! 

“I want to give a huge 
thank you to everyone 
who has given their 
support and donated to 
my fundraising. I cannot 
wait to hand over the 
money raised. 

“As ever, the support 
from the Vale and the 
crowd on the day was 
fantastic. I heard one 
man call my name and 
shout ‘You’re my MP - 
keep going’. I wasn’t 
sure what he meant, 
either the marathon or in 
relation to the election. 


The high point was 
running over Tower 
Bridge at about 10 miles 
but by 20 miles, I was 
struggling. I had gone off 
too fast. 

“It is fair to say that 
my training hasn’t been 
as thorough as it would 
normally be. I have had 
to run around the Vale 
and London late at night. 
On one occasion I was 
running past Big Ben at 
lam!

Val^ of Glamorgan 
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Conservatives surge in Vale’s local elections 



THE local elections in the Vale on 
Thursday, May 4, provided a night and 
early morning full of surprises - and led 
to a return to power for the 
Conservatives, as long as they can find 
another councillor prepared to form an 
administration with them. 

By the end of the count, they were one tantalising 
councillor short of full control after taking 23 of the 
47 available Vale seats. 

For the last five years Labour had ruled, supported 
by Llantwit First Independents. 

Now Labour hold just 14 seats, although Llantwit 
First Independents increased their number of 
councillors from three to four. 

A key moment in the count was when Barry’s 
Dyfan Ward was announced. Previously held by 
Labour, two Conservatives were the victors, Vincent 
Bailey and Leighton Rowlands. 

It heralded a Conservative push across Barry and 
other areas of the Vale. 

Dinas Powys, once known as ‘The People’s 
Republic of Plaid’, fell to the Conservatives. All 
three Plaid Cymru councillors, and the Dinas 
independent councillor fell to the blue surge. 

Illtyd Ward in Barry, Labour for the last five 
years, returned Janice Charles, Tony Hampton and 
Marguerita Wright, all Conservatives. 

In Rhoose, Adam Riley, an independent 
councillor who had been a key member of the Save 
Rhoose Library campaign, and was only elected last 
June, was beaten by Conservatives Gordon Kemp 
and Matthew Lloyd. 

Despite a poor night for the Labour Party, former 
Vale Council Leader Neil Moore (Cadoc Ward, 


AM blames Welsh 
Government for

JANE Hutt has 
denied a suggestion 
that the Welsh 
Government was

late” in securing a 
flights deal with 
Qatar Airways. 

The Leader of the 
House and Vale AM was 
questioned on the issue 
by South Wales East AM 
Mohammad Asghar at 
the National Assembly. 

He said that six years 
ago he had raised a 
business enterprise bill, 
placing strong emphasis 
on promoting the Welsh 
aviation industry. 

Mr Asghar told Ms 
Hutt: “I heard very 
recently that the First 
Minister has arranged 
very close ties with one 
of the Middle Eastern 
airlines, which is going 
to start next year. 

“Don’t you think this 
is six or seven years late. 


but that this is still a 
backbone for our 
economy?” 

He asked for a 
statement on aviation 
industry development in 
Wales. 

Ms Hutt said it was 
“great news” that the 
airport had secured the 
deal with Qatar Airways 
for flights to Doha. 

She said the Welsh 
Government had secured 
and sustained the airport 
and is continuing to 
develop it. 

Ms Hutt said: “The 
aviation policy of the 
Welsh Government is 
clear, and is delivering, 
and will go from strength 
to strength. 

“But it is important 
that we are able to take 
stock of those good news 
announcements.”

Barry) and former Deputy Leader Lis Burnett 
(Stanwell Ward, Penarth) were both returned. 

As the Conservatives’ momentum became 
apparent, there was speculation in the other parties 
that Theresa May’s decision to go to the country in 
the general election, buoyant in the polls and 
requesting support before Brexit negotiations get 
under way, had fed into the local elections. 

The sea change in the Vale Council is this: in 
2012, the make-up of the council was Labour 22, 
Conservatives, 11, independents 7, Plaid Cymru 6 
and UKIP 1; today it stands at Conservatives 23, 
Labour 14, Llantwit First Independents 4, Plaid 
Cymru 4, independents 2. 

Over last weekend and early this week, the 
Conservatives were pondering who they could 
approach to form a new administration. There 
appeared to be three possibilities: the two 
independent councillors in Sully, Bob Penrose and 
Kevin Mahoney; Llantwit First Independents; and 
Plaid Cymru. The Sully councillors would appear to 
be the frontrunners.

A LITTLE spoken- 
about medical 
condition is 

affecting up to 
23,000 people in 
Wales, and is 
responsible for up 
to 1,000 deaths a 
year in the UK.

“the falling sickness”, 
little money is allocated 
to researching a 
condition known about 
for thousands of years. 
Rarely referred to 
publicly, except in 
extreme good or bad 
news stories, even many 
of those with the 
condition won’t speak 
about it - for fear of 
being stigmatised.

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Collecting a swarm of bees 

First catch the queen, 
and all the rest will follow 


"I have unfinished business/ 

SAYS ROWER TONY 


NEWS FROM THE 
FON-MON APIARY 


THE dry and 
sunny days are 
much appreciated 
by the bees; egg 
laying by the 
queens has now 
stepped up a level 
and drones (male 
bees) are in 
evidence. 

Colony sizes do vary 
and some have really 
expanded very rapidly, 
as is evident from the 
swarm calls that have 
been coming in. No 
swarms have issued yet 
from here but I have to 
be alert, as no 
beekeeper is immune 
from this honeybee 
survival technique. 

When honeybees 
swarm, it is the old 
queen that departs 
(with some 30,000 
others on average) and 
as queen bees are not 
designed for prolonged 
periods of flight, 
frequent stops are 
made. This is when 
calls come in 
requesting help. 

Very recently a call 
from the Whitchurch 
area of Cardiff 
presented two swarms 
alongside each other on 
the same tree. By good 
fortune they were at 
head height (five feet) 


and hanging in easy-to- 
get-at clusters. 

A single cluster 
hanging nice and easy 
to get at can be dealt 
with thus: a collecting 
box is held close under 
them, then a smart tap 
or shake of the foliage 
will cause a good 
number of the bees to 
fall into your offered 
container. It is hoped 
that the queen will be 
among those shaken 
down! 

You will then place 
your container on the 
ground under the tree; 
add a lid, leaving a gap 
so that bees will be 
able to enter or exit as 
they please. If the 
Queen is in your 
container the rest of the 
swarm will follow. 

Why is this? Well, 
the queen does have a 
specific odour (a 
pheromone) that tells 
the bees where she is at 
all times. 

Along with her there 
will be workers and 
they also start to 
produce a pheromone 
that will inform the 
bees left on the tree just 
where they are. 


This worker 
pheromone is produced 
from a gland at the 
very end of the 
abdomen - the 
Nasonov gland - and to 
activate this signal the 
worker will cock her 
rear end into the air, 
open the said gland and 
start to rapidly fan her 
wings. Very quickly the 
rest of the swarm will 
follow. 

However, if the 
queen is not in your 
container all the bees in 
it will head back up 
into the tree to join her. 

There will of course 
be bees from this 
swarm out and about 
looking for a home and 
they will by default 
return to the very spot 
on the tree where they 
expect to find the 
queen plus their 
associates. 

This is why the 
beekeeper must leave 
the container on site 
until the evening, when 
all flying will have 
ceased and all bees will 
be in the box. 

Now because this 
call-out presented two 
swarms in close 


proximity; no shaking 
or smart tapping could 
be done, instead a 
container had to be 
held right close up and 
under the bees, then 
using a brush designed 
for such a purpose 
some gentle brushing 
of bees down into the 
container was carried 
out. 

The majority of the 
bees in this swarm 
were soon collected, 
because the queen was 
successfully brushed in 
and the rest soon 
followed, making it a 
very easy task to 
accomplish. 

Swarm number two 
could then be tackled in 
much the same way but 
without the fear of 
creating mayhem if 
things went pear 
shaped! 

It is not usual to 
observe the queen 
when securing a 
swarm, but you do 
know she is there by 
observing the bees and 
their reactions. 

These swarms will 
be sited temporarily at 
Fonmon before going 
to new beekeepers.

TONY Peters, a member 
of Barry Yacht Club Sea 
Rowing Section and a 
local coastguard, took part 
in the Celtic Challenge - 
billed as ‘the World’s 
Longest True Rowing 
Race’ at the end of April. 
Here, he provides his 
report on the race. 

“The race went ahead on Friday. 
We were told that 1pm Friday 
would be the only time we could 
leave, as weather conditions on 
Saturday would be too bad to 
row. 

“We were informed at the 


brief before the race, that it 
would be a bit lumpy going out 
and it would then flatten off but 
we would have to row hard as 
the sea would pick up towards 
the Welsh coast. Unfortunately 
the winds didn’t give us a break, 
and they got worse throughout 
the night. 

“The Celtic longboats handle 
the high seas extremely well, but 
the support boat gave most 
people seasickness. 

“At first light we tried to 
change crews and the safety boat 
and the support boat tried, but it 
was deemed too dangerous and 
they were only willing to bring 
the rowing boat crew on board 


the support boat and retire from 
the race due to safety reasons. 

“The rowers themselves would 
have carried on without any 
hesitation, as we only had about 
25 miles to go. We managed 
approximately 70 miles which 
took us to Cardigan Bay. Out of 
the 13 boats that took part, only 
four made it to the finish line. 

“It was one hell of an 
experience and while on the 
support boat, I told myself that 
I’d never do that again. I’m now 
planning for the 2019 Challenge. 
“I guess I have unfinished 
business!”

However, it 
could easily have been, 
as a new comedy film 
of the same name 
revolves around the 
alter-ego of the man 
who brought the 
character - a character 
that could tell the 
difference between truth 
and lies thanks to his 
robotic eye - to life. 

Richard Thomcroft 
was the actor, played 
here by Julian Barratt. 

Having seen his 
career hit the skids after 
the success of Mindhorn 
goes to his head, 
Thomcroft becomes 
embroiled in a serial 
killer case when the 
killer, known as The 
Kestrel (Russell Tovey) 
tells police he will only 
deal with Detective 
Mindhorn. 

Donning the 
character’s distinctive 
eyepatch, Thomcroft 
teams up with DC 
Baines (Andrea 
Riseborough) to track 
down the murderer... 

The notion of actors 
taking themselves too 
seriously is one that 
comedy often explores, 
and in Richard 
Thomcroft you have a 
InVvie for the ages. 

Po-faced, taking 
himself and his craft too 
seriously, he is 
reminiscent of countless 
actors through the years 
and is a source of great 
amusement in 
Mindhorn. 

Having seen his 
dreams of American 


success go south after 
an ill-advised drink on 
an episode of Wogan, 
Thorncroft’s career hits 
the skids rapidly. So the 
chance to don the 
infamous eyepatch and 
leather jacket combo of 
the great Mindhorn is 
one he (begrudgingly) 
accepts. 

So far, so funny - 
and the script, by Julian 
Barratt and Simon 
Farnaby, is at its most 
gloriously inane and 
comedic when poking 
fun at anything to do 
with the series and 
those involved, whether 
its the huge success 
afforded to one of 
Thorncroft’s co-stars (a 
cameoing Steve 
Coogan) who stars in a 
spin-off from the series, 
or the Dutch stuntman 
(played with hilarious 
aplomb by Farnaby) 
who constantly beguiles 
and winds up 
Thomcroft. 

These moments are 
tremendous, brought to 
life by a skilled cast. 

Barratt, who found 
fame as one half of The 
Might Boosh alongside 
Noel Fielding, does a 
great line in pompous 
agitation and the 
character of Thomcroft 
affords him some 
hilarious moments as he 
returns to the Isle of 
Man (the series’ filming 
location that Thomcroft 
mbbished in the 
aforementioned chat 
show appearance) to 
make peace with a 
former love and help 
the police find the killer. 

Thomcroft is pitched 
somewhere between 
Alan Partridge’s lack of 
self awareness and Ron 
Burgundy’s lack of

subtlety, and Barratt 
takes great delight in 
seeing Thomcroft’s 
pomposity pricked 
again and again. 

Both Coogan and 
Farnaby shine in 
supporting roles, both to 
a degree harmed by 
Thorncroft’s previous 
self-aggrandisement and 
eager to return the 
suffering, while Richard 
McCabe’s publicity 
gum offers up some 
laughs of his own. 

But where the film is 
far less successful is 
tying these comedic 
elements into something 
resembling a plot. 

The main action is 
over pretty early on, and 
once the plot starts 
unravelling it becomes 
weaker and weaker, 
with story twists and 
reveals underplayed to 
the point of ignorance - 
all feeling cribbed from 
a trashy B-movie where 
you would expect to see 
things coming a mile 
away. 

It wastes the likes of 
Russell Tovey and 
Andrea Riseborough, 
their characters-by-the- 
books nowhere near as 
well-written as the 
actors inhabiting them 
deserve, while debut 
director Sean Foley 
does a decent job with 
the comedy, but 
elsewhere it feels ‘made 
for TV’ in places, 
lacking the magic to 
make it feel like a big 
screen experience. 

It’s a real shame, as 
it’s one of the funnier 
films to have found its 
way into cinemas in the 
last year or so, and any 
opportunity to watch the 
likes of Barratt, Farnaby 
and Coogan work their 
comedy stylings is 
always appreciated. 

Yet sadly, Mindhorn 
lacks quality elsewhere 
and while it raises 
genuine laughs, as a 
whole it just lacks that 
wow factor. 

VERDICT - Often 
hilarious, when 
Mindhorn concentrates 
on skewering the world 
of acting and TV shows 
it soars like The Kestrel; 
when it falls into more 
by-the-numbers 
plotting, however, it’s as 
underwhelming as a 
Mindhorn fight scene. 
The cast are good for 
many laughs, but there’s 
nothing much else to it 
apart from that.

‘Target hardening’ 
is helping victims 
of domestic abuse 


A SCHEME offered 
by the Safer Vale 
Partnership that 
helps victims of 
domestic abuse 
remain in their own 
homes, has proved a 
big success. 

‘Target hardening’ 
helps make homes more 
secure through the 
installation of specialist 
door locks, intruder 
alarms and, in some 
cases, CCTV. 

These measures also 
act as a deterrent to 
perpetrators, helping the 
victim feel to more 
comfortable, hopefully 
meaning they don’t need 
to use sheltered 


accommodation. 

The elimination of 
domestic abuse is one of 
the priorities for the 
Safer Vale Partnership, 
an organisation made up 
of representatives 
including the Vale 
Council, South Wales 
Police, Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board, 
Wales Probation Trust, 
Glamorgan Voluntary 
Services and South 
Wales Fire Service. 

Between April 2016 
and January this year, 69 
properties in the Vale 
received target 

hardening, and the 
feedback from recipients 
has been excellent. 

One person reported a 


perpetrator coming to her 
home address in breach 
of a restraining order. 
Images were obtained by 
police, the perpetrator 
pleaded guilty and was 
sentenced to 20 weeks in 
custody. 

Andrew Nash of Vale 
Council fire and security 
said: “It is great to be part 
of this service, which 
helps and supports 
residents in the Vale, 
especially when they 
express how valuable 
this service is to them. 
The training that was 
provided to our team 
really highlighted the 
issues that victims face 
on a daily basis.”

Oi Pay On Board 
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Could Sully councillors 
hold balance of power? 


TWO councillors 
from Sully could 
hold the key to a 
new Vale Council 
administration. 

By the end of the local 
election count, which 
started on Thursday 
evening at Barry Leisure 
Centre, and went well in 
to Friday, the 
Conservatives were one 
seat short of an overall 
majority. 

They had 23 of the 47 
available Vale seats. 

The Conservatives 
need one councillor, and 
preferably even more, if 
they are to establish a 
working coalition. 

It seems unlikely that 
the Conservatives would 
work with either a 
grouping of Plaid Cymru 
or Llantwit First 
Independents.

Cowbridge Firsts’ 
historic run chase 


THE Athletic 
Ground has been 
the scene of some 
excellent cricket in 
its long history, but 
there can be little 
doubt that in 
scoring 304-1 to 
defeat Gorseinon on 
Saturday, another 
piece of history was 
made. 

A less-than-impressive 
bowling and fielding 
display in the first 
innings by Cowbridge 
had allowed the visitors 
to set the gargantuan 
target of 302.

As ever, Tom Merilaht 
played the role of anchor 
man, batting through to 
accumulate 121. Tom’s 
solidity was essential as 
it allowed Ben Wright to 
scorch his way to a 
quickly-scored 86 and at 
drinks Cowbridge were 
in the driving seat.
